COMMUNICATION.

Mr. Merry said th at the importance of the m atter 
renders it necessary to have it fully considered, aud 
he moved to have a special com m ittee appeinted to 
consider it. 
Lost. 
RBCOX8I DERATION. 
Mr. Tyler moved to reconsider the vote whereby 
an am endm ent was adopted to the bill in relation to 
apprentices, which am endm ent provided th at the 
term of service^shall not exceed five years. 
Mr. Tyler said if a child is bound out at 12 years 
of age it will not be right to tu rn him out on the 
world at 17 years. 
He did not believe th st the As­ 
sembly understood it when they adopted th at 
am endm ent. 
Mr. McCaLLION opposed it 
He said th at it was 
an injustice to hold a boy until he is 21 rears of age. 
Before be arrives at that age he is able to work for 
himself. 


Mr. Maybkll said th a t at the i»ge of 15 a boy 
ought not to be longer u bondsmen. I t is tim e then 
th at he should he doing som ething for himself. 
FI.\ 
th at lime he will be well enough versed in his t?adu­ 
lo earn his owu living. 
Mr. B i' kns moved to laj¿the motion to reconsider 
on the table. 
Lost. 
Mr. Coo a was satisfied th at at the age of 14 or 15 
years is the very w orst tim e to tu rn a boy out on 
the world. That is the tim e his char-cter is being 
moldfd, and he is better off under a com eten t in ­ 
structor. 
None of the children educated in the or­ 
phan asylums have been found in the prisons or be 
foro the Courts, and this is because they have re 
^eived good moral training. 
No child shouid be 
turned loose ou the world at the age of 14. 
The nioti m to reconsider was carried ¿nd the 
am endm ent was lost. 
Mr. Lcvhx moved to reconsider th e vote* wh rehy 
Assembly Bill No. 109 was pasted. 
Ile'o b jected to 
8ee:ion 2, which he claimed was directly in the in 
terest « f railroads. 
It reads as follows : 
“ Section 
2. 
Railroad corpjrations doing business in this 
State, and organized under any law of the United 
States, or of any Territory thereof, have power to 
enter ink* contráete w ith one another, whereby the 
one m ay lease of the o’her the whole or any p -rt of 
its raiiroaii, or may uc juire of the other the rig h t to 
use, in common w rh it, the whole or any part of its 
railroad." 
1 he 8?cond objection was th at it was 
contrary to the Constitution. 
The m atter ought to 
be reconsidered. 
Mr. 1*ox said he did not think it conflicted with 
the Constituí ion. 
Mr Cooper 6aid there is already a law under 
which the Central Pacific Railroad have the power 
to lease other roads, 
co it is no more than fair 
th a t th e same privileges shou'd bo allowed to other 
roads coming in. 
lie compared the section with the 
Constitution to show th at it was not in conflict 
with the Constitution. 
This section gives a road 
the power to join with other lines, so th at we 
may have competing r ads. 
Mr. L evkk said Section 1 of the bill perm its for­ 
eign roads to have the same privilege as uur owu 
roads. 
Mr. Morse said th a t under th a t section the Cen­ 
tral Pacific Railroad will be enabled to absorb all 
the other toads, and th at is not w hat we want, 
it is 
competition th a t we want 
The section is not ger* 
main to the bill. 
The section was not desired by 
the author of the bill. 
Mr. Youno said th at a foreign corporation can do 
husmeas cheaper in this State than a home cor­ 
poration under the taxation laws which we are pass 
ing. 
When competition is allowed betw een.road3, 
the expcu-e of the contest m ust come out of the 
people in the end. It is in the interest of the people 
to allow railroads to have the privilege of leasing 
each otbei’s roads. 
If there are competing lines to 
New ’»ork, freight will be cheap, but our local 
freights will be raised to m ake up the cx¡*euse. 
Mr. BENNETT asked if they could not join with the 
Central Pacific Railroad a t Ib a S tá ’e line, ard thus 
allow the Central Pacific Railroad to monopolize all 
the local business. 
He believed th at it was alto­ 
gether pro: able th at this would be dohe. 
It is not 
f«*r the interest of the State th at every road th at 
comes to the line should be able to combiue with 
the Central Pacific Railroad, but they should be 
compelled to build clear through. 
M r. McIktobu said if Eastern roads should join 
w ith the Central Pacific Railroad a t the line, the 
freight can he brought here cheaper than it can if 
both companies have to build, equip aril operate 
two separate lines. 
Mr. T yler said the first section of the bill ought 
to be j*a sed. 
There uro some 600 miles of road in 
this -State th at is ro t paying. 
Now, if those comj*et- 
ing lines can form combinations with the Central 
Pacific Railroad, the people of this State will he ben­ 
efited. 
If such combinations arc not made, the East­ 
ern roadg v;ill make their teruiisi in the lower eoun- 
try, or they will have to build a competing line to 
San i rancisco. 
But it is doubtful w hether they will 
do th at thing. 
; t would be no detrim ent to allow 
them to make arrangem ents with oth* r roads. 
Mr. Youno caid he didn’t want to he m isunder­ 
stood as prejudiced against Eos'cm capital, but he 
was opposed to giving foreign roads m ore favorable 
term s than our own road* enjoy. 
People m ust not 
forget th at we are enacting legislation which makes 
discrim ination against local capital. 
Mr. M orkb said chat Section 2 wa- entirely unneces­ 
sary. 
Under Section 17, Ar.icle X II., of the Consti­ 
tution, th e whole m atter is settled. 
Th- y cannot 
avoid transporting the other’s freight and passen­ 
gers. 
But under t his bill, they are allowed to lease 
and absorb the other’s road. * The section ought to 
have no place in the bill, and he buped it would be 
stricken out. 
Mr. Cooper said the Assembly did not seem to 
have a correct idea of it. 
U nder a form er law the 
Central Pacific Railroad are allowed to lease other 
roads. 
This bill simply gives the same privileges 
th at are guaranteed to the Central Pacific Rai road 
Mr. A nth on y though* the hi 1 should be reconsid­ 
ered, aud th at the old law should be repealed. 
It 
had been on the books long enough. 
The Central 
Pacific Railroad has absorbed all the roads i the 
S tab . 
This great combination has got to Fort 
Yuma, and the Texas road has never reached there 
yet. The Eastern roads are coming, but the Central 
Pacific road stau¿s in the door, and they propose 
now to combine aud dictate the term s. 
This bill 
proposes to allow them to combine together under 
th at second section' and fix a gendhd schedule of 
rates so that there will be no benefit from compe­ 
tition. 
Mr. B e n n e t t said lie hoped the section would he 
stricken out. 
1 he ayes and m*es were dem anded on the motion 
to reconsider, aud it was c irried by a vote of 35 
to 30. 
A POINT OF ORDER. 
Mr. T vlkr raised the t oint of order th at it re­ 
quires the name num ber of votes to reconsider a bill 
that it does to pass it -41 votes 
The Ciiair held the point well taken, and declared 
the motion lost 
Mr. Del Vai.lk offered to appeal. 
The Chair sai-1 another motion was pending. 
Mr. Del Vali.ii said he had not surrendered the 
floor after the decision. 
The S p e a k e r said if this was not the rule the 
constitutional m ajority m ight be defeated. 
On the 
last days of the session, when 41 have passed a bill, 
and the House is thin on the following day, a m a­ 
jority of a quorum m ight overturn the decision of 
the m ajority, and the m ajority have no recourse. 
Therefore he would hold th at it requires 41 votes to 
move a reconsideration when a bill has finally 
passed. 
Mr. Maybell said it was a common sense view 
of it. 
Mr. D l l A allk withdrew t.ic appeal after hearing 
the reasons. 
Mr. McCallion* moved to reconsider th6 vote by 
which .Senate Bill No. 143 (the Boiler Inspector bill) 
passed. 
Mr. McCallion said his object was this : His dis­ 
trict contains more boilers than all the balance of 
the State, and it is th e wish of his constituents that 
the Act should not be repealed. 
There was a large 
num ber of people working there who desired pro­ 
tection, and he proposed, to the best of his abi ity, 
to carry out the wishes of his constituents. 
Mr. Fox said th at unless some new light could be 
thrown on the subject, then the House should not 
spend tim e talking. 
Mr. McCallion siid he hail stated th at nine out of 
ten of the people there oppose its repeal, which is 
enough. 
Mr. McCarthy said that the district has four rep­ 
resentatives, ami Mr. McCallion is the only one who 
did not want it repealed. 
Mr. Lane opposed the repeal on Saturday, and 
had been m isrepresented in the papers. 
Ho was in 
favor of the motion to reconsider. 
He had lmd a 
conversation with the Chief Engineer and others, 
who were opposed to the repeal. ¿They statu that 
there are a la ge num ber of engines run by C hina­ 
men and others wno are incom petent. 
If the 
A ct is repealed it is dangerous to life and property. 
The^tfopertv may be iiu u r d, hut he lives of the 
peop e ar« Liablj to be lost at any tim e 
It was the 
lives of the people th at m ust be guarded 
He de 
nied th at he was a candidate for Boiler Inspector. 
He was not in th at line of business. 
A great many 
accidents are liable to happen. 
The Chief Engineers 
should have control of these ma ters. Suppose there 
is a fire, will these Chinese engineers turn off the 
steam? Not much. 
And when the firemen go into 
the building, the mom ent the cold water strikes the 
hot boiler it explodes, and hundreds of brave and 
intrepid men are slaughtered. 
There are no braver 
men than firemeu and their lives should be pro­ 
tected. 
The bill had been carried through here by 
electioneering worse thau any prim ary. 
Mr. G uRLKY moved to indefinitely' postpone the 
motion to reconsider. 
So ordered. 
Mr. Y o rk moved to recousider the vote whereby 
Assembly Bill No. 261 was passed, relating to the* 
interm arriage dt w'hitcs, negroes, etc. 
Mr. C a r k of Yuba moved to lay on the table. 
Carried. 
rniRD reading of bills. 
Assembly Bill No. 13—An Act to repeal an Act en­ 
titled “ An Act to establish w ater rates in the city 
and county of San Francisco,” approved March 1, 
1876, and an Act am endatory of and supplem entary 
to the same, approved April 3, 1876 (by Mr. Fox). 
Mr. Merry said it proposes to rq*eal the Roach 
Act, which pretended to regulate w ater rates. 
As 
th at company was incorporated under a general law, 
and this being a special law, it was pronounced un­ 
constitutional. And th at is the reason for its repeal 
Mr. Sinos said he favored its repeal in the delega­ 
tion, but he thought it m ight do some good in the 
future, and he would oppose it now 
Mr. Burns was opposed to tne repeal. 
There 
seemed to be a disposition to repeal all w ater Acts 
and he was opp sed to it. 
Mr. Fox said there was so much objection he 
would ju st as leave w ithdraw it. 
Objection being 
made, the roll was ca'led and the bill was rejected 
by a vote of 36 to 23, for w ant of a constitutional 
m ajority. 


SAN FRANCISCO CHARTER. 


Assembly Bill No. 25—An Act to provide for the 
election of fifteen freeholders to frame a charter for 
cities containing more than 100,000 inhabitants, and 
to provide fbr the ratification of th e same (by Mr. 
Br&unhart). 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t moved to amend Section 1 so as 
to read, “ a t any general or special election ” 
Adopted. 
Mr. T ylbr moved to amend by striking out Sec­ 
tion 1 and inserting th a t such an elertion to frame a 
charter may be called by ordinance. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t raiaed the point of order tb&t the 
same am endm ent ha i been previously offered snd 
voted down. 
The Chair overruled the point of order. 
M r. I ylkr w a n te d to k n o w w h o se d u ty i t is to in ­ 
a u g u ra te th is A c t. 
H e b e lie v e d t h a t i t sh o u ld b e ­ 
lo n g to th e Board o f b u p t-rv iso rs. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t raised the point of order th st it is 
not germaiu to the sectiou. 
The Chair overruled the point of order. 
Mr. Sinon opposed the am endm ent. If it is left to 
the Board of Supervisors, it will never be carried 
out. The freeholders should be allowed to frame 
their own charter. 
Mr. McDadb said all th at wes needed was an en­ 
abling Act. The am endm ent is clearly in th e in­ 
terest of a political party, and a charter is already 
being prepared to p u t this m atter in the hands of 
the Supervisors. They expect to rush it through 
the two houses. W hat is needed is an enabling Act, 
and the charter can then be presented at the next 
Legislature. 
Mr. F el^ dn said if this is passed, it cannot take 
effect until the next Legislature. 
He agreed th at 
the am endm ent is decidedly political. 
II left as at 
pn*sent it is for Mr. Kadoch, and if amended it is 
for the Supervisors to gav when and how the elec­ 
tion should be called. 
Mr. Me r r y said he was in favor of an enabling 
Act, b u rb e was in favor of allowing the Hoard of 
Supervisors, representing the people directly, to sa/ 
when th at Convention shall be called. 
He did not 
believe in this one-man power, and the representa­ 


s e 


ivt h of the people sl.cul i be allcwc 1 to govern thi.« 
m atter. 
Mr. T y ler said th at when he framed th at am end­ 
m ent m> proclamation had been i-sued by the May«»r 
¡I San Francisco. 
No such revolutionary measure 
will ever be sustained by the Courts. 
The Legisla­ 
ture m ust defino w hat branch of Government shall 
govern. 
He h id no thought of m aking it ;v political 
m atter in the beginning, but he accepted their apol- 
•gy, and was wil ing to concede that it is a |*olitica! 
neuter. It makes no difference who is in power, the 
m atter should he placed in the bands of the legisla­ 
tive departm ent of the city. 
Mr. Burns miid there was a difference of opinion. 
Would he put the power f r cali ing a State election 
in the bands of the Legislature, and take it ou t of 
the hands of the Governor? 
Mr. I ^ lkr said under the am endm ent th ? Mayor 
still m iirt issue the proclamation. 
Mr. M cCarthy said the power of calling elections 
is placed in the hands of the Board of Election Com­ 
missioners. 
Mr. Corcoran hoped the House would be con­ 
sistent. These same gentlem en, on the m atter of 
a Justice’s clerk taid, let the power remain where it 
is. 
Ho hoped they would do the sume thing, and 
allow the power to rem ain where it is. 
Mr. SfflON said the Mayor and Election Commis­ 
sioners have a j*erfe t right to call the elections. 
Mr. McDadb said it would be in the power of t he 
Board of Supervisors not to o il the election, at.d he 
did not believe they would call ir. 
The people of 
San Francieco are in favor of having u charter 
framed by freeholders. 
If any party d u es to make 
a political m atter out of th n , they will tie rebuxed 
by the people. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t denied th at it was a political m at­ 
ter. 
It is a m atter of expediency. 
This m atter 
should be left as much os possible in the hands of 
the people themselves. 
The reason he wanted the 
dec:ion was because the preseut Board of Super 
visors will never call th at election. This has been 
made m anifest on thin floor. There is no vne-uian 
power vested iu the Mayor. 
He only does clerical 
dutv ; he simply calls the ejection. 
He had too 
much confidence in the Legislature to believe th at 
the charter spoken of (the McClure charter) can ever 
be engineered through. 
Is there any (lunger that 
the people themselves will adopt a charter th at wil 
wrong thctnsCiVes V And if thry do, the Legisla uru 
can veto it. 
. 
Mr. T y le r said that the act of the Mayor is revo­ 
lutionary. The power to cali elections is not in the 
hands of the Commissioners; they s mpiy have tt^ 
power to conduct elections. 
Mr. B e n n e t t said it made no difference to him per­ 
sonally, but the: e is jl principle involved, and the 
¡lower to order elections should em anate from the 
legislative tu t’iority, and every m em ber should 
stand by it. 
We cannot afford to depart from this 
great principle of Government. 
Mr. L a n e said if the Board was Democratic, th at 
am endm ent would not be offered. 
This Board will 
not call an ekclion it it is placed in their l ands. 
They are opposed to carrying out the pro virions of 
the C onstitution, bu t there is a man at the head w ho 
will obey the Constitution, aud he wauled the ¡tow­ 
er left in his hands. 
He wanted the power left 
where it is, and where it naturally belongs. . 
Mr. May was in favor of the am endm ent. 
Here is 
one man, 
he 
said, sitting in 
ban 
Francisco 
and dictating to the whole people as to what action 
shall or shall not he hail. 
The President of any 
B:iard of Supervisors in the Slate has ju st as 
uch 
right to take such action as the Mayor of ¿jan F ran­ 
cisco. 
lie believed the Supervisors were honest. 
He had, he said, in auswer to Mr. Sinon, stated be­ 
fore, that he was sorry to vote for them , bu t he had 
never said they were corrupt. 
But the whole ques­ 
tion is, have they any right? Mr. B ennett had 
struck the key-note of the whole thing when he 
said that the power should reef in the Boards of 
Legislation. 
Tne question is, shall th e Mayor sit 
down and write an election proclam ation w ithout 
consultation w ith his associates? It is a power 
w hich should never rest in any one m an’s, hands. 
That man lias called th at election with indecent 
haste, at the same time th at a bill was pendil g in 
this Legislature. 
His Majesty, the 1’resivieiit of the 
Board, has issued a proclamation in tbe face of the 
fact th at thiB bill is pending here. 
Mr. Young said if the law should be [««sed in its 
present form, and the city should fratncAa charter 
under it, it would very likely be invalid under the 
Cons ltution. The Legislature must pass general 
laws under which 
all 
cities 
may 
organize. 
T hat 
city 
cannot 
claim 
an existence inde- 
j>eudent of the Constitution, and at the same 
tim e avail itself »*f the provisions of th at Constitution. 
The Constitution means th at the legislative body 
m ust pa-s those laws. 
The bill proposes to confer 
the j*ower upon the Mayor w hich the Constitution 
vests in the*Board of Supervisors. 
The a es and nocs were called on the am endm ent, 
snd it was lost by a vote of 33 to 33. 
Mr. Felton gave notice of a motion to reconsider. 
Section 2 was read. 
Mr. B r a u n h a r t moved to amend by inserting 
special election ” as well as “ genera' election. 
Adopted. 
Also, strike out certain portions of the 
section as irrelevant. 
Adopted. 
Mr. F elton moved to strike out the word “ Mayor” 
and-insert “ the Board of Supervisors.” 
Mr. Fox moved to add, “ whenever so direct' d by 
the Board of Supervisors of said city and county,” 
so that the Mayor can call an election when directed 
by the Board of Supervisors. 
Mr. Braunhart restated the am endm ent. lie s id 
th® Board of Supervisors had been denounced by 
m em bcs of ail parties as c rrupt, and he asserted it 
as a fact th at the Board would never call this elec­ 
tion, and the am endm ent is for the purpose of kill­ 
ing the hi 1. 
He would raise the point of order that 
it is the same am endm ent offered to .Section 1. 
AFTERNOON SESSION. 
Mr. B raunhart continued his argum ent against 
the am endm ents. 
It was, lie said, u mere question 
as to win ther the people of 8an Francisco shall have 
the power to conduct their own affairs in accord­ 
ance with their owm wishes or not. The question 
i-, w hether the Board of Supervisors shall be al­ 
lowed to thw art the will of the* people. 
This Lt gta- 
lature has been cabed upon already to repeal the 
Rogers Act in order to protect the peop c of San 
Frail risco from the rapacity of the corrupt Board of 
Supervisors. 
He denied that it was 
a contest 
between the Republicans and W orkingmen. 
It id 
not right to m ake this false issue. 
Mr. F elton said thatScciion 8 of Article XL of the 
Constitution says that cities m a y have the right to 
do so and 9 >. 
There is^nothiug m andatory in it. 
lie believed th at o ^ ia jo rity of the people of San 
Francisco were opposed to any change in the char­ 
ter. 
All 
the 
power necessary 
should 
be left 
in the Hands of 
the 
Board 
of Suj*ervtaurs, 
and 
not 
iu 
t$ie 
.hands 
of 
one 
man. 
Unless 
a 
m ajority 
of 
the 
people 
demand 
th is charter, there should be nothing done. 
H e re - 
asserted th at this is a political m atter. 
He would 
rather tru st the destinies < f this ¿late to the Re­ 
publican psrty than in any other hands. 
It is the 
party of law and order and of civiliza*i n. 
Mr. T y le r said this law has no reference w hatever 
to the present. 
It is for the people to say w hether 
they will have a new charter or not. 
This law ap­ 
plies to all cities of over 190,000 inhabitants. 
Tnis 
is simply allowing them to carry out the provisions 
of the Constitution. 
E verym an knows th at it is 
nece-eary to have an enabling Act. 
The author re­ 
cognizes th a t fact, and now the only question id, in 
whose hanus sha'l this power be placed? llo had 
no hesitation in saying th at it ought to be in t. e 
hands of the legi-Utive authority of the city. 
Let 
the m atter be settled a s a m atter of principle and 
not 
of 
policy. 
The 
author 
himse.f 
has 
recogniZvd 
the 
fact 
th at 
the 
Mayor’s act 
is revolutionary by introducing 
an 
enabling 
Act. 
The Legislature 
m ust 
say 
in 
whose 
hand9 the power shall be placed. T he bill is a good 
cne, and carries ou t the C listitution, bu t the ques­ 
tion is, In whose hands shall it be placed ? 
1 he 
Board represents the people. They arc close to the 
people, and they should represent ihe peop.’e in 
calling such an election. 
A charter is the Constitu­ 
tion ior a city the same as a C onstitution is the orig­ 
inal law i f the State 
Mr. M aybell said he agreed th at the House should 
rise above partisanship, and th at the only question 
is. Where shall ihat power l*e placed? The q u o lin n 
is, W here shall th at power he lodged? The Board 
of Supervisors have liut the confidence of the peo­ 
ple, not even of their own psrty, and the power, 
the destinies of the people should not be placed in 
their hands. 
A t the first m eeting of th at Board 
a m ost disgraceful scene was enacted. 
One of 
them , 
Mr. 
Litchfield, 
aro*e 
and 
proclaimed 
th a t 
the 
other 
members 
liatl 
pledged 
themselves 
not 
to 
form 
any 
rings, 
and 
he proved right here th at they had entered into 
w ater and gas rings. 
Every one knows the charges 
were true. 
He appealed to the members no t to 
a:low their party to be disgraced by such an act. 
The Board d es not represent the Republican party. 
If tbe Republicans indorse their acts, it will not ad­ 
vance Republic\n interests in this State. 
Mr. Mat said the picture was drawn from im agi­ 
nation. There was som ething occurred, bu t not on the 
subject of gas and water. 
The gentlem an did state 
in th at Board th at there were rings, hut it wiu now 
a fight over w ater and gas. 
Mr. B raunhart cannot 
he supposed to have been playing with legislation. 
W hen he introduced it he m ust have m eant 
business, and he m ust have believed th at the Mayor 
had no power to call an 
election. 
This b 11 
was to give him th a t )>ower. 
B ut the Mayor, 
in a h gh-handed wav, usurped th at power, and the 
hill seeks to legalize th at high-handed 
action. 
He did 
it when 
his 
political 
friends 
were 
on this floor seeking to give him t:.at power. 
He was afraid to say it in his owu nain*-, and he 
went and gathered in congenial spirits, Louis Kaplan 
and others, to consult. 
Why did he not call on the 
Board of Supervisors? 
He called on the District 
Attorney and the Treasurer, and fortified bv their 
opinions he proclaims the election, and this bill pro­ 
poses to legalize th at illegal act. 
The gentlemau 
ought to withdraw this bill and introduce a healing 
act. 
When the bill was first drawn it provided for a 
neral election, and now he proposes to amend it 
>y making it a special election ccsting $50,060, to 
ratify this illegal act. 
Mr. A dams offered this am endm ent: 
“ And the 
Board of Supervisors arc directed to pass the neces­ 
sary resolutions for calling an election within thirty 
days after the passage of this A c t t o be added to 
the original amendment. 
Mr. McD adb favored the Adams am endm ent and 
opposed the other am endm ent. 
He . w anted the 
B >ard to be compelled to call the electiou. 
He be­ 
lieved th at the reason th a t the gentlem en were op 
posing the bill was because another charter was 
already in course of preparation. 
Tbe Mayor of San 
Francisco needs no eulogy, bu t the people w ill hail 
the exit of the Board of supervisors w ith delight. 
W hat they w ant is aii^lection, Bo th at the people 
may frame their own charter. 
They do no t wayt 
any cut-and dried charter. They w ant to frame 
their own charter, and then th at charter can be sub­ 
m itted to the Legislature for their ratification.

legislation is obtained th eir lauds m ust be 
idle, and th e longer th e flow of debris is 
p erm itted the d ark er will th eir prospects be. 


T he reclam ation of th e sw anqj lands is 
one of th e enterprises w hich will im m e­ 
d iately follow th e adoption of a practical 
schem e of relief from th e debris. 
There 
are m illions of capital available for such 
u n dertakings 
th e m om ent assurance is 
given th a t th e river beds w ill not be al­ 
low ed to fill up any fu rth er. 
A nd th is 
m eans th e inauguration of a new era of 


prosperity for the State. 
T he restoration 
of these lands to tillage and production in ­

ARGUMENTS CONTINUED. 
S a n F ra n c isc o , M arch 81I1.—In the C ir­ 
cuit Court this afternoon M r. Ashe concluded 
his argument, aud a discussion ensued be­ 
tween counsel and Court on tho subject of 
State control of corporations. 
Crittenden Thornton followed for the peo 
pie. 
H e spoke briefly, confining his argu­ 
m ent mainly to a consideration of the term s 
of the national hanking A ct, from which and 
some State authorities he drew the conclusion 
th at a State had the right to demand th at the 
directors, officers aud all agents of a corpo­ 
ration must be citizens of tho State, and tiiat 
the same rule would apply to all employes of 
the company. 
Judge Hoffman, for the Conrt, raised the 
queetion as to whether a laborer could be 
considered an agent of the company, and 
called attention to the fact th at such a con­ 
struction would prevent a corporation for 
hospital purposes from employing Chinese at­ 
tendants for Chinese patieuts, and would 
also prevent the employment of Chinese in­ 
terpreters by corporations having to transact 
business with Chinese, and wanted to know 
where counsel would draw the fine to stop 
a S tate from exercising arbitrary and un­ 
reasonable control. 
Counsel, in reply, referred to the celebrated 
Granger cases, wherein it was held th at such 
interference w ith the affairs of a corporation 
as would practically amount to confiscation 
would be going beyond the spirit of the right 
of State control. 
D istrict A ttorney Sinoot closed for the 
people. 
H e quoted the preamble to the Con­ 
stitution of the U nited States relative to se­ 
curing certain blessings for ourselves and our 
posterity, aud claimed th at it was a fair ar­ 
gum ent th at the negotiators of the treaty 
w ith China had no intention of nullifying 
th at preamble by cursing the country with 
the presence of an alien race. 
H e also a r­ 
gued th at in making the treaty the U nited 
States and China were bound to take notice 
of the law forbidding the employment of 
Chinese, for although it was not then in ex­ 
istence, it was within the province of the 
State to pass such a la w ; also, th at the 
radical difference between the white and 
Mongolian races was an argum ent th at the 
right of a átate to self-protection was not in­ 
tended to be taken away.

THE L.iKBLLTT MURDER CASE. 
In the Superior Court, before Judge R. C. 
Clark, the trial of the case of the People vs. 
Francois Lamblett was commenced yester­ 
day and occupied the day until 5 o’clock in 
afternoon, when the further hearing of the 
case was continued until 10 o’clock this morn­ 
ing. The prosecution is represented by ex­ 
ilió trie t Attorney George A. Blanchard and 
District Attorney Henry L. Buckley, and 
the defense by Henry Edgerton, W. C. 
Crosette and A. P. Catlin. The first witness 
called for the prosecution was 
FRANK H. 5IETTE, 
Who testified in substance as follows : My 
name is Frank H. Mette ; age 12 year- ; on 
the night of the murder, August 16, 1579, I 
resided with my grandfather, the defendant, 
and my grandmother, the deceased, in the 
village of Folsom ; between 8 and 9 o’clock 
that evening I retired to bed in the little 
room adjoining the kitchen; decea.-ed re­ 
mained up peeling peaches; about 9:30 
o’clock, aud while I was half asleep, defendant 
came home, and I said to lnm,'"H alloa, grand­ 
pa 
and he eaid, “ Good morning, Frank.” 
I then fell asleep aud was awakened about 
12$ o’clock by hearing defendant and de­ 
ceased crying “ murder,” several times, 
which cries appeared to issue from the bed­ 
room where they both slept; I then thought 
1 heard somebody jumping through their 
becri om window, and the blinds of that win­ 
dow flew back against the side of the house, 
and 1 heard defendant running and shouting 
"•murder;” 1 heard deceased say several 
times, “ Here, Ruby ” (meaning the little 
dog in her room) " eick’em.” 1 said : "W hat 
is the matter, grandma,” and deceased re­ 
plied, " I am a dying; jump out of the win­ 
dow and save yourself.” Then 1 heard the 
deceased fall as if against a window iu her 
room; tight away I opened my bedroom win­ 
dow and jumped out and ran through the 
back'gate toward the Central Hotel, and 
overtook defendant near -the foot-bridge ; he 
coutiDued to run and cry “ murder,” and 1 
followed, and when we reached the Central 
Hotel some persons met defendant and asked 
him u out was the 
m atter; I did 
not hear what his reply was, but 1 
saw him lift up his shirt aud show the blood 
on his leg; all he had on was bis white shirt; 
rlie told me to run down to the dryiug estab­ 
lishment and obtain help; I went and re­ 
mained there all night, as I was afraid to re­ 
turn to the house, and I had 110 clothing on 
except a shirt; defendant kept three dogs ; 
that right the large, savage dog was loose in 
the yard, aud one of the small dogs was iu 
my room, and the other iu the diniDg-room ; 
I did not hear the large dog bark, but both 
small dogs were barking when I first heard 
the cry of muider ; about two years ago de­ 
fendant had a dagger, but since that time I 
have nut seen it. 
ALEXANDER MILROY 
Was called as a witness and testified in sub­ 
stance : In Folsom, on the night of the lGth 
of August, 1879, between twelve and one 
o’clock, I heard cries of distress coming from 
the direction of tile Central Hotel. I went 
over there and found defendant, Lamblett, 
with only his shirt on, also Mr. Bropby and 
Mr. Shearl ; they were standing in the street 
near the water-trough at the Central H otel; 
Lamblett then told me that his wife was 
murdered, but Gy whom he said he did not 
know ; the party then started for Lauiblett’s 
house; Lamb'eU’s shirt was very bloody 
from under his arms down ; we all started 
for Lamblett’s house aud entered the yard 
through the back gate, which is the usual 
way of entrance. When we arrived at the 
side window of the room in which the body 
of (.he deceased was found we. could hear 
some one groaning inside. Lamblett said, 
“ She’s not dead y e t; I can hear her.” We 
could not gain an entrance to the house, 
because all the doors were locked. Lamb­ 
lett led us to an open window in the 
southerly side of the house where he entered 
and opened the front door for our admission. 
We walked through the room where the body 
of deceased (Mrs. Lamblett) was found. She 
was lying on the floor with her head toward 
the window and her feet a little inclined 
toward the kitchen. The floor was covered 
with thick blood aud she was still alive and 
moaning. Defendant requested us to pick 
her up and lay her on the lounge. I found 
all doors of egress from the house fastened, 
and noticing a hole iu the lattice-work about 
ne foot square, I asked defendant if it had 
been made hi fore that night, and he said no, 
and it was there where the murderers must 
have got through. 15pon suggestion being 
ma !e, .defendant requested Mr. Sbead to call 
in Mrs. Lizzie James to render assistance to 
deceased. Soon after Dr. Rhodes aud other 
parties came into the house. 
Dennis Rhodes and Mr. Shoa l were sworn 
and testified in corroboration of the state­ 
ments of the last witness. 
DR. C. E. RHODES 
Testified that he was called to dress the 
wounds, and knew the cause of her death ; 
the wouuds on the person of the deceased, 
also those of the defendant, could have been 
made with a dagger; a dagger had been 
shown to him as one fouud in Lamblett’s 
pockets ; the dagger bore indications of hav­ 
ing bten sharpened recently, and upon it 
were what might have been either blood spots 
•r rti-t. 
Ellen Gable was next sworn, and testified 
substantially as follows: About 9 o’clock on 
the ni lit mentioned, I saw defendant in his 
barber shop sharpening a dirk-knife, which 
he put in his pantaloons pocket; he walked 
past me soon af terwards, going towards home, 
with his coat-collar turned up, his hut 
slouched, anil without speaking as he usually 
did. Next day when Felton and Long came 
to bis house aud asked for his knife, he first 
denied having one ; hut when they insisted 
that he did, he told them it was iu his panta­ 
loons pocket behind the door. They searched 
the.e and found the dirk in his pocket. 
The Court then adjourned until 10 o'clock 
this morning, when the hearing of testimony 
will be resumed. 
There are several other 
witnesses to be examined, and the case will 
not be ready for argument before this even­ 
ing. 
^ .

CAPITOL NOTES. 
The subject of normal schools is just now 
one of lively interest about the Capitol, and it 
would be difficult to mention a town in the 
northern or southern portion of the State, as 
well as some not so remote, that has not an ad­ 
vocate or committee pressing its claims to an 
array of “ special advantages ” and jieculiar 
adaptabilities for a normal school, and which 
give to each a pressing, overshadowing rea­ 
son for its consideration above all others in 
the field. 
Yesterday a five-column, half 
newspaper circular was found npon each 
mombci’s desk, with a conspicuous heading 
of " Reasons why there should be three nor­ 
mal schools in the State ; and furth-.r reasons 
why the one in the northern part should 
be located in Reading, Shasta oounty.” 
It purports to be issued by " C. C. Bush. J. 
N. Chappell and W. A. Smith, Citizens’ 
Committee,” and is composed of four columns 
of favorable extracts from papers located in 
Shasta, Trinity, Siskiyou and Modoc coun­ 
ties, and a column address to the Legislature 
representing the establishment of such a 
school in that section to be a necessity, and 
-‘that to secure its benefits to the greatest 
number in the northern part of the State, aud 
to secure the greatest benefit by the location 
of such a school, that it should he located at 
Reading, Shasta county.” The reasons urged 
are the centrality of the place, saving of ex­ 
pense in (ravel, and economy that can be ex- 
ercis il in dress as compared with that of 
sending children to San Jose or some other et-n- 
tial part of the State, as the quality and 
quantity of drees necessary for them to ap­ 
pear on an equality with those whom they 
would meet is expensive and useless at home. 
While there is a unahimoug sentiment iu 
favor of the necessity for an appropriation 
for rebuilding at San Jose, the gcteral plan 
of all other localities desiring to obtain ap­ 
propriations for establishing branch Normal 
Schools appears to be to withhold their sup­ 
port from any bill in favor of San Jose that 
does not at the same time grant the amounts 
required fur their several points, and as there 
are a large number in the Legislatura who do 
not favor more than one Normal School in 
the State, and think the State should not be 
called upon to maintain more than one, the 
probability is that through the conflict of 
interests, should they be persisted in, there 
may be no appropriations made for any. and 
an end may possibly be reached to this State 
educational institution. 
The number of spectators about the Legis­ 
lature yesterday was much smaller than 
usual, but consideration of the revenue bill 
in the Senate to-day will no doubt again in- 
snre a large attendance.

The IiiteroccHRic Canal—Message from 
(be P rcslil, nl, 
W ashington, March 8th.—The Senate to­ 
day received a message from the President, in 
response to a resolution calling for tlie corre­ 
spondence respecting the ship canal. He 
says : 
I detm it proper to state briefly my opinion as to 
the policy cl the United States, with respect to the 
construe, ion t f tho intcroceanic canal by any route 
across tile American isthmus. The policy of ttiis 
country is a -anai under American control. The 
United States cannot consent to the surrenderor 
tiiis control to auy European poner, or to any com­ 
bination of European powers. If the existing 
treaties between us and other nations, or if tlie 
tights of sovereignty of property f other nations 
stand in the way of tiiis policy- -a contingency 
which 
is 
not 
apprehended—suitable 
steps 
should be taken by just and liberal negotia­ 
tions to promote^ and establish the Ainer 
icin policy on ’ tins subject, 
consi-tently 
with the rights of tlie nation to he affected by it. 
The capital invested by corporations i r citizens of 
other countries in sucli an enter, rise must in a gneut 
degree look for protection to one or mure of the 
great powers of the world. No European power can 
intervene for such protection wi'hout adopting 
measures on this Continent which tlie United Htates 
would deem -.vliolly inadmissahie If the protect on 
of tlie United States is relied upon, the United States 
must exercise such control as will enable this eoun 
trj to protect its national iuterests and maintain the 
protection of those whose private capital is embarked 
in the work. An interoceaiiic canal across the Ameri­ 
can Isthmus will essentially change tlie geograph­ 
ical relations betwecu tlie Atlantic and Pacific coast 
of the United States, and between the United States 
and the rest of tlie world. It will be a great 
oceanic thoroughfare between our Atlantic and 
Pacific shores, and virtually ;iart of the coast line of 
the United States. Our merely commercial interest 
is greater than that of all other gauntries, while its 
relations to our' power and5*prosperity as a 
nation, to our means pi defense, our uni y, 
peace and safety, are mattcls of paramount 
cons deration to the people of the United States. 
No other great power would, under similar circum­ 
stances, fail to assert a rightful control over the 
work, so closely aud vitally affecting its interest 
and welfare. Without urging further the grounds 
of my opinion, 1 repeat, in conclusion, that it is the 
right anil duty of tlie United States to assert and 
maintain such supervision and authority over any 
interoceaiiic canal across the Isthmus that connects 
North and South America as will protect our 
national interests. This, I am quite sure, will be 
found not only compatible with, but promotivc of, 
the widest and most permanent advantage to com­ 
merce and civilization. 
. 
THE CLAIMS OP THE UNITED STATES. 
New York, March 8th.—A special London 
cable ha3 the following: The Standard this 
morning, referring to the United States’ 
claim for a preponderating influence in the 
Panama Canal, says : This pretension the 
British Government is bound to watch, and, 
if necessary, to resist. No more at Panama 
than at Suez can the preponderating influence 
of another Power be allowed to lay hands on 
the trade of England. 
The Chínese Question at tlie East. 
Chicago, March 8th.—The Journal's New 
York special says : In the matter of tlie use 
of troops to protect the Chinese in California, 
President Hayes is understood to hold that 
jhe posse com i tat us law precludes such inter­ 
ference unless assistance is asked by the Ex­ 
ecutive of California, who is bound to observe 
the treaty, which is part of the supreme law. 
Nothing is known at the Chinese Legation 
of a delegation from the Six Chinese Compa­ 
nies being ou the way, and there have been no 
requests made by the Legation in behalf of 
those companies. 
Hostility to the Chinese coming in numbers 
is being manifested. Those coming East are 
now said to be under contract to take the 
place9 of striking laundresses in Troy and else­ 
where. 
R eported Rich M ineral Discoveries—An 
Active Volcano. 
Cheyenne, March 8th.—Considerable ex­ 
citement prevails here over the reported val­ 
uable mineral discoveries near Rawhide 
Butte-», which are about 1-10 miles north of 
Cheyenne. Recent assays made in Denver 
of the surface rock are said to average 125 
ounces in silver and §8 iu gold per ton. A 
regular stampede to the new discoveries on 
the part of those who can secure transporta­ 
tion is now progressing. 
The last number of the Rocío; Mountain 
Courier, of (¡rein River, Wyoming, gives an 
account of au active volcano near Brown's 
Park. The crater is five feet iu diameter, 
emitting a sulphurous smoke. No lava yet. 
The snow in the vicinity is melted from the 
heat of the volcano.

THE DEBRIS QUESTION — RESOLUTIONS 
OF WHEATLAND GRANGE. 
At a meeting of Wheatland Grange, No, 
*2¿0, held at their hall March G, 18S0, the fol-® 
lowing preamble and resolutions were unan­ 
imously adopted: 
Wiierkas, We, the members of Wheatland Grange 
are iu tlie grcates* degree menaced by the encroach­ 
ments of the hydraulic miner; and whereas, many 
of us arc at the pres lit time suffering from the de­ 
posit of mining debris upon our fanning hnds; and 
fii thermore many of our earl est settlers have been 
compelled to abandon their farm9. which are at the 
present time covered with a deposit of shekens of 
fr mi five to fifteen feet in depth ; and whereas, the 
long-cuntiimcd action of the mines has to such a de­ 
gree tilled up our rivers as to render leveeing a very 
insecure and expensive undertaking, and also to 
make it evident that the time has 'arrived when hy­ 
draulic mining must c. ase or that some plan must 
be devised whereby the debris from the hydraulic 
mines must be retuined in the mountains; and 
whereas, we are in no irrcatcr degree benefited by 
tlie pn»d :ct of hydraulic mining than are the resi­ 
dents of the more distant parts of the State; and 
whereas, hydraulic mining 13 a State interest of 
such magnitude, and is held by our representatives 
to be co-extensive in its pecuniary or financial re­ 
sults with the boundaries of the State—yes, with

SAN FRANCISCO 
ITEMS. 


[From San Francisco cxchan^a of March Stli.l 
There is money enough to the credit of 
the school fund to pay teachers' salaries 
for February, March aud April. 
The steamer City of Tokio, which ar­ 
rived yesterday morning from China and 
Japanj brought thirty cabin passengcrB. 
The amount paid for duties at the Cus­ 
tom House for the pas» week w as $ 123.450, 
making a total since January 1st of $968,­ 
969. 
It is estimated at the Registrar’s Office, 
that the changes and now registrations will 
number 5,00J bofore registration closes 
for the special election of fifteen free­ 
holders. 
On Saturday afternoon David Bush re­ 
ceived a telegraphic order from D. O. 
Milis, at present at New York, for the 
sum of $1,000, which is his contribution 
to the Park Relief Fund. 
L. J. Gannon, who was recently arrested 
for alleged incendiary utterances a t the 
the sand lot. denies th at he is the F. L. 
Cannon described in a Victoria, B. C., 
dispatch, and states th at he was never in 
that city. 
A t the endurance match of 100 shots at 
200 yards, at Littlefield range, on Satur­ 
day, Lieutenant Kellogg made a total score 
of 437, or 87 2-5 per cent., which ie said 
to be the best 109-shot score ever made on 
this coast. 
There is but little movement in tonnage. 
Only four vessels have been reported for 
wheat during the week, and one of these 
loads for account of ship. 
One of the 
others goes to Callao a t 30s. 
Of the two 
for Liverpool, one gets 39s Gd and the 
other 40s. 
liven at these rates shippers 
consider it hazardous to take vessels unless 
they have their cargo well in hand. 
There .were 91 deaths in this city for the 
week ending March 5, 1880, as against 64 
for the corresponding week in 1879. 
There 
are 14 deaths from consumption, 12 from 
pneumonia, 7 from bronchitis and 4 from 
brain disease. 
There are only 7 cases of 
death from zymotic diseases, and none at 
all from scarlet fever or diphtheria. 
This 
is the most favorable showing of the sani­ 
tary condition of the city for three years. 
A white man named Stanton, afflicted 
w ith leprosy, was taken from the County 
Hospital to the Twenty-sixth-atreet Hos­ 
pital Saturday. 
I t appears that Stanton, 
a native of Birmingham, England, lived 
for ten years in the leprous districts of 
India. He went from Calcutta to New 
York. From that place he went to Cleve­ 
land, Ohio, where he spent six years, and 
thence, in September la3t, came to Sacra­ 
mento. 
Ho worked in a vineyard in that 
vicinity, having a Chinaman employed un­ 
der him. 
The proprietor of the vineyard 
could get no Chinaman to work w ith him 
longer than a few days. 
All would leavo 
w ithout giving any reason. 
He finally be­ 
came unable to work, and was sent to the 
City and County Hospital, and was treated 
there. 
Yesterday he was moved to the 
Small-pox Hospital. 
The physician at the 
latter institution says Stanton has a clearly 
developed case of anesthetic tubercular 
leprosy. 
He has no sensibility in his j 
hands or in his arm3 below the elbows. He ’ 
rnay live for twelve years. 
The doctor 
says it must have developed three y ears1 
•go.
